Here and There 



In Search of An Incentive 

Virginia Bartholome • Alumnae Awards 

Why is it that man who can know everything, does not 
want to know? And of greater import to modern Americans, 
what results when man foolishly yields to this lack of desire 
to learn in himself, or his children, or his students? Sloan 
Wilson, a well-grounded critic of U. S. education, answered 
both these questions in an interesting comparative study 
of the Russian and American school sysstems and their 
products. In reply to the first, he indicated the need for an in- 
centive force propelling the mind toward a desire to learn. In 
regard to the second query, he utilized some pessimistically 
realistic facts, all of which demonstrate the disastrous conse- 
quences of the American adoption of John Dewey’s plan to 
produce well-adjusted children who enjoyed learning at the 
expense of producing academically accomplished children who 
had learned. 

One reason the Russians have succeeded where we have 
not lies herein. In Russia, the incentive to excell academically 
is almost identified with the instinct to survive. There the only 
way to join the ranks of the artistocracy is by academic ac- 
complishment. Either become a physicist, a technician, or turn 
to the ranks of the modern peasantry, the enslaved factory- 
worker. As Mr. Wilson expressed it, “No one in Russia can en- 
tertain the dream of leaving school early and making a million 
rubles as a salesman.” 

But what is OUR incentive? Why should we try to learn 
more than the barest minimum? We may conclude as Mr. Wil- 
son does that no incentive exists and that we must create one. 

We agree that democracy outrides the forceful imposition of 
any type of study-propellant. The solution proffered by Mr. 

Wilson aims at the recapture of an honest respect for learning 
and learned people, thus creating an atmosphere in which in- 
tellectual achievement rather than economic or social success 
will become the criterion. 

But the acquisition of human esteem seems a shallow basis 
for years of struggle to learn, to gain more knowledge about 
ourselves and the world of which we are the masters. Much 
depends on whether or not the American student seeks and 
finds an incentive for study. What will it be? Why do we strive 
to learn? 

Why do we study? Not to cram in the names of the French 
Impressionists at the last minute before a Humanities test or 
to memorize the taxonomy of homo sapiens for tomorrow’s 
quiz. Not even to acquire a good paying position as a chemist 
for Eastman Kodak or to make ourselves social assets as future 
bank presidents’ wives. Not for any of these goals, good in 
themselves. No, we’re not studying for here and now, but for 
eternity primarily and for the means to eternity, secondarily. 

Precisely because the American people live for here and 
now, because they fix their minds and their ambitions on temp- 
oral material goals, because they raise up as their idols the 
wealth of the ticker tape, the strength of the athlete, the beauty 
of the glamour girl, beecause at all times they concern them- 
selves with the material which has about it already the stench 
of death, they do not seek to learn, to know, to study. Only 
when they recognize the existence of eternity will they have 
an incentive to become scholars.
